Senator Kennedy’s seven-point 
proposal for modification of our 
immigration laws is a bit like the- 
curate’s egg—good in spots. In so 
far as it does actually make some 
liberalization of provisions that 
are too restrictive, it is good. In 
so far as it would limit immi- 
grants to those who are related to 
persons already resident in this 
country it is, like the present laws 
much too harsh to be in accord 
with our national spirit. 

The Administration’s proposal 
is a better one, and even that 


could be made more generous. In » 


either case the focus of the legis- 
lation needs to be shifted. The 
Kennedy proposal, in that re- 
spect, is a step in the right direc- 
tion. 

The real purpose of a good im- 
migration law should be to permit 
the entry of those who are desir- 


able, and especially of those who 


. 


‘selfish, overbearing or 


need this place of refuge. It 
should not be designed to keep 
out as many as possible, on one 
pretext or another. The harsh- 
ness of some of the legislation in 
the past has been the product of 
some sort of national panic, some 
curious xenophobia in reverse, al- 
most an inferiority complex, that 
ill becomes a great country that 
has been made great by its im- 
migrants. All of us, indeed, belong 
in that classification, the moment 
we begin to look back a bit. 

The thing that is most hurtful 
about harsh legislation, however, 
is that it puts us in a bad light in 
many parts of the world, precise- 
ly at a time when we aspire to 
leadership and need-prestige. We 
cannot accomplish our aims. if 
others think that we are timid, 
“superior.” 
Our immigration laws reflect, in 
Many minds, some of those atti- 
tudes, and if this is a misconcep- 
tion it should be corrected by 
measures more sweeping than 
that of Senator Kennedy.

It is hard to imagine why Sen- 
ator John F. Kennedy thirks his 
new plan for limiting immigra- 
tion to the United States would 
be any improvement. Kennedy 
is proposing a new law which 
would limit future immigration to 
the blood relations of those peo- 
ple who are already here.

He coordinated the filming of “Surge et, Age,” a 
movie which sparked the Order’s national campaign for the estab- 
lishment of.a memorial orphanage at Cassino, Italy. 

In this article, Brother Varrichione discusses the Kennedy pro- 
posal on Changing the existing immigration laws. 


LOUIS VARRICHIONE 
Word has come out of Wash- 
ington that U. S. Sen. John F. 
Kennedy of Massachusetts has 


proposed that future immigra- 
tion to the United States he 
limited to relatives of United 
States residents. 

Senator Kennedy said he plans 
to introduce a new immigration 
bill soon to revise the present 
national origins method of estab- 
lishing immigration quotas. His 
measure would provide a formula 
based upon the blood relationship 
resident 
aliens already here and those 
who seek admittance, 

In the opinion of this writer, 
Senator Kennedy has struck a 
thought provoking note in-regard 
to the immigration question. 

As we read between the lines 
of Senator Kennedy’s proposal, 
we draw some interesting con- 
clusions, and they are: 

1. We see the cause of humanity 
being served in that families 
would be united—a noble gesture 
by a great nation dedicated to 
the service of God and to the 
maintenance of family life. 

2. Our sense of unity would 
receive additional impetus across 
our land because of this re-dedi- 


. cation to the preservation of 
unifying family life. 


Remove Barriers 


3. This proposal would remove 
artificial barriers that keep blood 
kin from enjoying their God- 
given -right to associate, and to 
seek comfort, security, and 
strength with each other. 


4. This proposal should ease 
the minds of those of our fellow- 
Americans who are concerned 
with the question of assimilating 
newcomers. Who could do a bet- 
ter job of assimilation than the 
folks already here when they 
welcome their loved ones from 


across the sea? Who could de a. 


better job of counselling the new- 
comers in seeking work, in estab- 
lishing their homes, in neighbor-

education, who, but the relatives 
already here in America. And 
what great example for the new- 
comers to see their kin already 
established here in their homes, 
in their professions, in our 
schools, in all walks of American 
life, second to none. 

5. Should the common danger 
threaten America, who would be 
the first to rise to her defense, 
who, but these united families 
who would have something extra 
to defend — a way of life, the 
American Way of Life, if you will, 
founded on strong, undying fami- 
ly life. 

6. The good folk of our country 
who support good family life be- 
lieve that when a man has reach- 
ed the end of his days on this 
earth and is ‘about to go to meet 
his God, that a mah has the 
God-given right to be surrounded 
by his blood-kin; that they should 
be near and not separated from 
him because of “man made” laws. 


Aman about to leave this “vale 
of tears” should go out “in style,” 
surrounded by his loved ones, 
praying for his departing soul. 

7. Thousands upon thousands 
of the good folk left behind in 
the old country and the thou- 
sands upon thousands that de- 
parted from them in life were 
never to see each other again. 

8. There are countless numbers 
now living here and across the 
seas who have already spoken 
their last goodbys. 

9. Parents, already in America, 
should not be denied the presence 
of their children, including those 
that are adults. These good peo- 
ple, now part of the American 
scene, still uphold the principle 


that a man is the head of his ~ 


family, until he dies. It is a good 
principle — it is a sound principle 
and should be strengthened at 
every turn.

in general, makes ample provi- 
sion for relatives. To begin with, 
spouses and minor children of 
citizens can be admitted without 
restriction as to number 
non-quota basis. Within the 
quota system there is special 


preference for parents of citizens 
and priority (within the non-pre- 
ference category) for spouses and 
children of resident aliens and 
brothers, sisters and adult chil- 
dren of citizens. One can even 
favor further liberalization of 
family preferences (as Ido) with- 
out going so far as to exclude 
those without kinship ties to this 
country. 
Acceptable Bill 


No doubt Senator Kennedy 
seeks to make a virtue of neces- 
sity. That is, any new immigra- 
tion legislation, if it is to have a 
reasonable chance of passing, 
must be acceptable to Represen- 
tative Walter, chairman of the 
House Immigration subcommit- 
tee. Representative Walter is re- 
strictionist in. outlook and the 
“kinship test’ is at bottom a 
restrictionist device. Perhaps the 
kinship clause will enable Senator 
Kennedy to get through commit- 
tee the other useful provisions of 
his bill.

Although its stamps are well 
known the Vatican is probably 
the only state in the world with- 
out street addresses. Its mailmén 
have memorized where everybody 
is.

The Vatican has agreed with 
Italy not to print paper money, 
but it puts out 1,060 to 2,000 gold 
coins a year. These are labeled 
officially 100 lire in prewar values 
(about 15 cents now) but are 
worth about eight dollars each. It 
also issues smaller coins down to 
one-cent values.

Hands Across The Sea 


CHICKS FOR ITALY 


-HAZARDVILLE, Conn.—Italy’s 
poultry market will be given a big 
boost in broiler output because of 
a special strain of White Rock 
chickens developed here by 
Pilch’s Poultry Farms. 

Chester Ww. Pilch, owner of the 
farm, signed a contract with 
Italy’s largest agricultural co- 
operative, Consorzio Agrario Pro- 
vinciale, and dispatched 10,000 
pullet chicks by air to Italy. 

The chicks will be used as 
breeding stock by the Italian feed 
and poultry co-operative which 
hopes to produce 10 million broil- 
ers in 1959. 

Pilch’s stock was chosen be- 
cause of his development of a 
special strain of White Rock 
chickens that hold the national 
and world records for speed and 
growth. 

Pilch met with an Italian dele- 
gation accompanied by H. W. 
Ziroli, retired U. S:.- Navy rear 
admiral living in Rome who 
served as interpreter. Others were 
Mario Tesi and Alberto Cava- 
torta, directors of the co-opera- 
tive, and Giustiniano Federeci, 


technical advisér in poultry for’ 


the group. 
Goal Established 

The Italian co-operative, Pilch 
said, handles 80 per cent of the 
poultry feed and 25 per eent of 
the broiler production in Italy 
and plans vertical integration in 
Italy patterned after the system 
used in this country. The aim is 
to produce 10 million broilers 
in 1959, using pullets from Pilch’s 
farms and a special strain of 
cockerel to turn out the 19 million 
broiler eggs. 

Pilch’s White Rock pullets were 
decided ujjon because of the 
world record established by the 
strain in a test of 250 which had 
an average weight of 4.19 pounds 
at nine weeks. The strain has a 
top record of 275 eggs a year but 
Pilch said the average production 
will run about 200 eggs per pullet. 

The first shipment of 10,000 
puilet chicks, according to Pilch, 
will meet. no more than one-fifth 


’ the demand for 10 million broiler 


chick eggs and it is possible total 
shipments to Italy this year will 
be about 50:000 pullets. 

Because of the reputation of 
the White Rock strain he has de- 
veloped, Pilch said he is getting 


Bas ieee all parts of United 
Eu-— 


duction last year at 4,000,000, 
Figuring 70 per cent broiler pro- 
duction from that many pullets, 
Pilch White Rock breeding stock 
accounted for some 560,000,000 
broilers last year. 
To Hold Interest 

The Hazardville poultryman 
said when the Italian co-opera- 
tive operation gets rolling, the 
organization plans its own breed= 
ing stock farm using the Pilch 
White Rock, broad - breasted 
strain and Pilch said he probably 
will have a 50-50 interest in the 
Italian farm. 

Europe, he said, has been im- 
porting boatloads of broilers from 


this country, but broiler chick 
production in some European 
eountries is growing. About 50 


million broiler chicks were pro- 
duced in Europe last year and the 
production will be 60 million this 
year, With much of the increase 
coming from Pilch’s stock. 


Oil From The 
Bottom of Sea 


GELA, Sicily (UTM) Oil 
from the sea bottom may be ex- 
tracted for the first time in 
Europe at a spot lying a thousand 
feet from the shore of Gela, in 
Sicily. 

The floating platform from 
which the drill will operate has 
arrived from America after a 
two-month trip during which, 
with the help of tugs, it breasted 
several rough spots on the At- 


lantic. 


Oil along the entire Ionian sea 
shelf of Sicily has been reported 
by geologists. Gulf Oil Co., in 
combination with Montecatini, is 
also preparing to drill off the 
east coast of the island between 
Siracusa and Cape Passero, near 
the extreme southern corner of 
the Sicilian triangle.

The Perini Story

The Perini Corporation of 
Framingham, Mass., one of the 
largest construction companys in 
the world, is playing a major role 
in giving a ‘new look’ to America’s 
face. 

The man largely responsible 
for the success of this multi- 
pronged organization is Louis R. 
Perini, president since 1924 and 
an honorary member of the Sons 
of Italy. 

The Perini Corporation, a fam- 
ily organization, has been averag- 
ing $100 million of construction a 
year since 1954. 

It had its beginning in 1885 
when Bonofiglio Perini, an Italian 
immigrant, landed in New York. 

Bonofiglio started in as.a 
laborer working on water supply 
and highway projects in New 
York and Massachusetts. In 1890 
he settled in Boston where he met 
and married his wife, Celemen- 
tina. The growing Perini family 
(there were 14 children, 10 of 
whom lived, five boys and five 
girls) established their home 
wherever the work was. 

Bonofiglio Forms Company 

In 1917, Bonofiglio established 
the construction company B, Pe- 
rini & Sons, Inc. The boys were 
growing up. Louis, then 15, like 
the others had started at the age 
of six carrying water for the men. 
When not attending classes, he 
worked as a laborer, timekeeper, 
foreman and superintendent. 

For the next seven years the 
company worked highway con- 
struction. The company also built 
the first Federal-aid hot mix, 
then called Topeka mix, project 
in Rhode Island, and later the 
first Federal-aid penetration- 
type macadam highway in Ver- 
mont. 

Bonofiglio Perini died in 1924. 
It was a critical year for the 
family and the company. They 
had submitted a low bid of $350,- 
000 on a road job in the vicinity 
of Lakeville, Mass., the largest 
Single project they had ever 
tackled. State officials were 
somewhat reluctant to award the 
contract to the Perinis because 
the contract was the largest yet 
advertised to that time. The 
Perini boys, Louis, president at 
21, Joseph, treasurer at 24, and 
Fred, 32, convinced the state and 
@ bonding company that they 
could perform the work. The job 
Was successfully done, and the 
company has since grown .into 
one of the largest heavy construc- 
tion companys in the world. 

On the Lakeville job, 
youngest of the Perini 
Charles, served as waterboy. 
He is now vice - president in 
charge of equipment. 

Paving Record 

In 1932 the company set a 
world concrete - paving record. 
The job was the construction of 
the Worcester, Mass., Turnpike. 
In a single eight-hour day, Peri- 
nis concrete-paving crew laid 
over a mile of a 10-foot-wide 
strip of concrete, 9 inches thick. 

The following year the com- 
pany branched out into the heavy 
construction industry, building 
among other projeets, the core 
wall of the Windsor Danefor the 
Quabbin Reservoir, a water sup- 
ply for Boston; the Murphy Dam 
for the New Hampshire Water 
Resources Board on the Connec- 
ticut Lakes; Caleb Mills Saville 
Dam for the Hartford Water Bu- 
reau; Birch Hill Dam in Royals- 
ton, Mass., for the U. S, Army 
Engineers; widening of the Cape

Cod Canal; enclosing the Park 
River in a conduit through Hart- 
ford, Conn.; the Tuscarora 
Mountain. Vehicular Tunnel on 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike and 
the Merriman Dam 
Tunnel in New York. 

During World War II the firm 
completed many war contracts at 
the Letterkenny Ordnance Depot 
in Chambersburg, Pa.; Camp Ed- 
wards, Mass.; Camp Ritchie, Md.; 
Camp Shanks, N. Y.; the Earl 
Naval Depot, N. J.; Houlton,

Maine Air Base and Aberdeen 
Proving Grounds. 
The Perini brothers, while 


working in the coal belt noticed 
the similarity between heavy con- 
struction operations and _ the 
process of strip-mining coal. 

The company’s large capacity 
earth-moving equipment was em- 
inently adaptable to coal-strip- 
ping operations, and for several 
years 1,000,000 tons of high-grade 
coal were produced and marketed 
annually. 


Large Coal Operation 


Indicative of the magnitude of 
the operations, the records show 
that during-this period funds ex- 
pended to expose, mine, process 
and market the coal totalled 
$18,000,000. 

In a ten-year period, the Peri- 
ni brothers,. Lou, Charles and 
Joseph, with top management 
personnel developed these addi- 
tional companies: Perini Limited, 
Toronto; Perini Quebec, Inc., 
Montreal; Majestic Contractors 
Ltd.; Bay State Dredging & Con- 
tracting (Perini’s Marine Divi- 
sion) Ceril-Perini Assoc., Inc.; 
Perini-Westward Developers Inc., 
W. Palm Beach, Florida; Perini 
Pacific and Milwaukee Braves. 

In the period 1954-58, the Pe- 
rini Corporation amassed a rec- 
ord of $500 million of completed 
construction ... an average of 
$100 million per year for five 
years. In 1958 Perini recorded $90 
million of construction both do- 
mestic and foreign. 

“The Perini Corporation em- 
ploys a labor force of some 8,500 
workers, and in addition main- 
tains a permanént, staff of 750 
people. 

The diversification of contract- 
ing operations in the construction 
industry today is reflected in the 
scope of Perini’s operations which 
now extend from Vermont, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, New 


York, Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, California, Canada, 
Iran and Australia. 

Work Team

rini’s company has become asso-

The building division of the 
corporation has built almost 
every kind of structure since 1946, 
The lastest venture of the organi- 
zation is the $350 million West 
Palm Beach Westward Expansion 
project in Florida. 


$15 Million for Equipment 


In the process of construction 
of all types the Perini Corpora- 
tion expenditure for all kinds of 
material for one year was $50 
million. A construction contrac- 
tor like Perini, whose work ex- 
tends from coast to coast and 
three separate continents re- 
quires a wide variety of construc- 
tion, equipment. Because of the 
many different types of jobs, the 
Perini Corporation has invested 
more than $15 million in over 
3,750 pieces of equipment of all 
types. 

In 1957 the organization pur- 
chased. $7/4million of equipment 
and in 1958 over $14 million 
went into additional equipment. 
Charles Perini, vice-president in 
charge of equipment administers 
this vast inventory of machinery, 
its distribution and maintenance. 


The Perini Corporation has 
been written about in a number 
of the leading trade publications. 
The latest story on the organiza-

Louis Perini makes his home in 
Wellesley, Mass., with his wife, 
the former Miss Florence Gar- 
detto. They have seven children. 
Mr. and Mrs. Joseph and Elda 
Perini have six children, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles and Audrea 
Perini have four children. 

Louis Perini has been a director 
of the Children’s Cancer Re- 
search Foundation (the Jimmy 
Fund) since 1948. He is also on 
the Board of Directors of the 
Canadian Cancer Society at To- 
ronto, and a member of the exe- 
cutive committee of the Massa- 
chusetts Committee of Catholics, 
Protestants and Jews, a group 
promoting racial and religious 
understanding. In 1953 St. An- 
selm’s College’ awarded him an

Brother Pettine quoted J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, Sen. Estes Kefauver 
and other leaders to show that 
their influence on teenagers is no 
exaggeration. 

‘Both parents. and the state 
have great responsibility in 
the matter of cheap magazines 
and the state, Mr. Pettine said, 
can assume its responsibility by 
enacting strong obscenity laws. 
“And,” he added, “it’s no more 
foolish to say you can’t legislate 
morals than it is to say you can’t 


legislate against larceny or mur- a 


der.”
